STORIES FROM JIM CUMD 


Reformed Outlaw, Against Whom 


no Charge Was Ever Made, but 
Whose Name Was a Terror 
for Many a Year, Tells 
of Life With the 
James Gang.

IM CUMMINS, the only member of the James and Younger band 
of outlaws who lives today a free man, without ever having been 
captured or tried, has written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the 

first account of experiences with detectives ever penned by any member 


of that gang. 


lt will be remembered that last sunimer, when Cummins attended the 
reunion of Quantrill survivors at Independence, being himself one of Quan- 
trill’s men, much surprise was manifested, and some persons declined to 
believe that it was the real Jim Cummins. 

A little later, however, the Post-Dispatch found Cummins on a farm 
in Lafayette County. breaking some horses for a farmer. 

Cummins told then how he had surrendered three or four times and 
found that there was nothing against him, and he finally had concluded 


to come home and take it easy. 


The old ex-outlaw—he is now 56 years old—spends his time partly | 


at the Confederate Home in Hligginsville and partly with relatives near 
Excelsior Springs, Mo., where he was born and bred. His brother‘in-law, 
William Ford, lives,all alone in the old Cummins homestead, and Jim 
Stays with Ford now and then. Ford is an uncle of the two boys who 
killed Jesse James. 

A dozen years ago, when Jim Cummins had been hiding out several 
years, a lone trai robber played a scurvy trick upon him. He robbed 
an express car on a Missouri Pacific train at Glendale, a few miles out 
of St..Louis, binding and gagging the express messenger, Fotheringham.

And -now that is just what Jim éaummiis has done. Jim has writ- 
ten a book. He has been traveling through Clay, Ray, Platte, Jackson and 
Lafayette counties for the past four months getting his material, re- 
freshing his memory by interviewing o]d comrades and friends. 

His book, which he says will be published about the latter part of 
January, will tell the story of the James and Younger band’s operations, 
and will be ‘the first account of those operations ever written by one of 
the men who Was with the outlaws. 

Cummins declares that his book will be made up of patectio’ experi- 
ences, recollections and reminiscences, and not a patchwork gathered by 
men who have no personal knowledge of the affairs that form the sub- 
ject matter. 

Jim Cummins may be. called the humorist of the gang. 
liked to crack jokes, even when in great personal danger. 

His story of his flight from Clay County and later from Arkansas, 
which he has condensed from his book manuscript specially for the Post- 
Dispatch, is a chapter straight out of the heart of a period in Missouri

I :nformed him that I was being hunted by the officers on suspicion of 
stealing Joe Pettigrew’ Ss mare, and Frank said that Dingus (meaning Jesse 
James) had just gone to Clay County and he vas afraid Jesse would get 
into trouble. 

We stayed over that day to rest. The next evening we saw three men 
pass with masks on, going toward Norborne. We got a friend to go into 
Norborne and learn the news, On his way he passed a house and heard 
someone calling from the inside. He entered the house and found the 
owner, a German, locked and bound in his cellar. The man said that he

Our friend also learned that the hack that carried paspengers Lo Lexing- 
ton had been robbed, and that one of the passengers, a Miss Mattie Ham- 
let, had identffied two of the robbers as being the James boys. 

Frank and myself intended to cross the Missouri river at Waverly the 
next evening, but we decided to cross early in the morning. He want- 
ed me to go with him, and we were afraid if we crossed while there was 
other travel the people might suspect me of being in the hack robbery. 
An old man named Fisher, who had soldiered with us, ran the ferryboat, 
but he didn't recognize us. 


DEFIED DETECTIVES 

AT A FAIR. 

We intended to go to Gen. Jo Shelby in Lafayette County, but after 
learning of the robbery and finding that Frank James was suspected of 
it we decided to go to Salt Springs in Saline County. There was a fair 
going on at the time at Marshall, the county. seat, and I thought I was 
far enough away from home to venture in and learn the news. 

When I got into the fair grounds the first man I saw was Abe Wilson, 
from my neighborh @. Abe said as soon as he saw me: 

“Good God, Jim! what are you doing here? Don’t you know the whole 
country is looking for you? The detectives have got Jack Todd here 
watching for you. They’ve got your description, and if you don’t leave 
heré they'll have you in 20 minutes.”’ : 

Abe seemed to be excited; so I thought I would excite him a little 
more. 

Before I went into the fair grounds I had borrowed an old blue jeans 
coat to make me look like a farmer. I said to Abe: 

“If I see Jack Todd or any of his crew I'll throw off this old jeans 
coat and make a scene that will do for the Police Gazette.”’ 

But while there I met Jim Hines, an old comrade, and we rode off to- 


gether to Jackson County. 
After we started Jim said: 
“Let's go back and get Frank and take that gate money?’ 


HOW THE GANG WAS

“You couldn't get Frank to go,” I said. ‘The papers have got him as- 
cused of that robbery at Lexington, and have given him credit also for 
robbing the faiz gate at Kansas City; but you know as well as I do that he 
was not there, and you know you couldn’t get him to come up here; and bo- 
sides, I don’t want to take the money, and you couldn't get it, for they have 
just sent it to the bank. 

“Since that hack at Lexington was robbed, they are looking everywhere 
for you and Frank James, but I Know Frank wasn't there, as he was with me 


in Carroll County. 

“Now, Jim,” I proposed to Hines, “ff you are so brave, you just go to the 
bank. You can get there in time to be ahead of the man who carries the 
cash box, and you can take it and the money ir the bank at the same time, 
and I will wait out here for you and you can give me half, and I’! swear 
you didn't take it.” 

Jim didn’t take to this proposition, as I knew he woukin’t. I told him 
that he'd better go by Salt Springs and get Frank, and I would meet then: 
on the Blue river. 

We all met on the Rlue, thirteen in number. Jesse James had just come 
from Clay County, and barely made hie escape. He said they were hot 
after me. Some one got mad and proposed that we go to Clay County and 
put dynamite under the achoolhouse and blow it up, but we disbanded and 
I rode off towami Arkansas with Jim Younger. 

We stopped in Bates County at the home of an old friend. I left Jim 
Younger in the bern and went to the house to learn the news. The old lady 
told me I'd better get away at once, as the detectives had her brother there 
on the Icokout for me. Her brother, she said, was upstairs. 

I asked the old lady if she had much ingurance on her barn, 
would get it all if the barn happened to be burned down. 

“Jim Cummins,” she said, “do you intend to burn my barn and shoot 
my brother as he comes out to look at the fire? Now you let my barn alone, 
and I'll have my brother leave here in the morning and never look for you 
and the Youngers any more.’ 

She told me that since the detectives killed John Younger they had been 
there with bloodhounds.

My health was not good, so I came back up to Arkansas and bought me 
a farm near Eureka Springs. I was. living there in peace, and I learned that 
they had accused me of robbing the train at Glendale. 

Through the newspapers I learned that $5000 reward was offered for my 
capture and conviction. That whetted the appetites of the detectives, and I 
knew they would begin to bother me again. 

I was living on my farm under the name of James Johnson. ‘A man and 
his wife, named Upton, lived with me., I thought I had never struck such a 
fortunate place. I had plenty, of fun dancing with the pretty Arkansas girls 
and began to think they never would find me when mineral water was dis- 
covered at Eureka. 

That discovery caused quite an excitement and. a rush of travel. My farm 
lay right on the road to the springs, which was traveled by persons ‘from 
Missouri. I knew that sooner or later someone who knew me would come 
along. ’ 

' YI had been appointed deputy constable under ‘Squire Pyatt of Soaring 
river township, and you can be assured that Constable Jehnson watched 
everybody that came along. 

A man from Springfield, Mo., with a load of furniture, bound to Eu- 
reka, came along there and his wagon broke down, not far away. Neighbors 
told him to go over to Johnson and get him to haul his load in, 

They told him I had a good Wagon and team. 

He. came on to: my place, and I was talking with Mrs. Upton in the 
front yard when the man rode up. An old maid from up thé river was 
also with us. 

“Hello, Jim; 
me. 

I recognized him at once as an old acquaintance from Clay County, 
Missouri, and for the moment I was nearly off my pegs. 

‘How the devil did you get ‘way down here?” the man 
‘“Hleard they wanted——’”’ 

Then he seemed to hesitate, and I managed to get him in the back- 
yard and made him promise not to betray me. 

But I put no confidence in his promise, and events proved that I was 
right in doubting his word. 

When we went back to where the women were he blurted out: 

“They sent me over here to get Johnson to férward my load to Eureka. 
Where's Johnson?” 

He thought Johnson was the man who lived with me, for in my haste 
I had forgotten to fell him that I went under the name of Johnson. I 
was so rattled that time that I didn’t have as much sense as a detective. 

I sent Upton to the springs With his load and told him to leave my team 
at Squire Pyatt’s when he came back. My old acquaintance started back 
to Sptingfield, 75 miles away. I went to ‘Squire Pyatt’s to tell him to 
take care of my team.

FOR SANITARY DEPARTMENT. 


WILL WEAR A STAR AND BE AN 
OFFICER OF LAW. 


Duty Will Be to Report on Condition 
of Premises Where Women 
and Childiten Are 
Employed. 


St. Louis is to have a woman sanitary in- 
apedior—Dr, Mary EB. Tucker, She has 
been named by Health Commissioner Stark- 
loft and will begin her duties early in the 
new year. She probably will have a star, 
which-she will be entitled to wear and 
which will signify that she is an officer of 
the law. Her duties. in general will be to 
see to the sanitary condition of places in 
which are women and children. 

Her appointment is the first step of St. 
Louls toward the new time when women 
may have a voice in the government, or at 
least in the management of the city. It is 
also one of the firgt notable achievements 
of the Civic Improvement League, which 
has been in existence less than a year. 

Since women had much to do with the or- 
ganization of the Civic Improvement 
League, they may chalk down Dr. Tucker's 
appointment as rightfully belonging to 
their credit. 

Dr. Tucker was educated here. She was & 


of Medicine when women who studied med- 
icine were rare, 

Her life since her school days has been 
epent in St. Louis. She has devoted her 
time to the practice of medicine and the 
helping of the poor. She knows the poor 
and their needs as does few St. Loulsans. 
This is one of the reasons that caused the 
Civic Improvement League to recommend 
her when its officers were asked by Dr. 
Starkloff to name a candidate for the office. 
Lately she visited in Chicago, where wom- 
en for years hav@ been connected with city 
work. | 

“When I was in Chicago,”’ said Dr. Tack- 
er, “I spent a day with Mrs. E. A. Paul, 
who has been ward superintendent for 13 
years. Her work is to see about the clean- 
liness of streets. She does this so well that 
as soon as she has one ward in condition 
she is requested to go to another.” 

There's an actual example of the way 
women hold aity pesitions—not only when 
they are new at the work, but when all 
the novelty is rubbed off. 

“T also went about with the sanitary in- 
spectors. Each of these wears a star, and 
goes about in a certain part of the city 
that has been assigned to her. She sects 
where the laws are broken, and reports 
the cases. Sanitary. inspectors in Chicago 
are not tied to any particular hours, but 
must cover a certain amount of work In a 
certain time. 

“They visit the tenement houses, the 
aweat shops, the bakeries and other fac- 
tories where women are employed Be- 
cause of thelr sex they can learn things 
about the treatment of women in large fac- 
tories that mén covld never learn. 

“When the Chicago. property 
er negiects to make proper im- 
provements to this premises the in- 
spector has a recourse that we do not have 
here. After she has reported him sev- 
eral times for neglect whe is then empow- 
ered to make the improvement and charge 
it to the account of the neglectful one. 

“The board of heakth/in St. Louis hav’ 
drawbacks, in the way of laws for the 
breaking of which there is no penalty. 

‘‘The women sapitary inspectors of Chica- 
go are women of tact and refinement. They 
have little difficulty with the persons they 
meet in their work. When they Ond that 
mistakes are made because persons do not 
know any better they straighten the matter 
by teaching the required lesson. They are 
much respected. By the foreigners they are 
known as ‘the city women.’ 

“What my duties here in 6t. Louls will 
be I do not know. If I succeed in making 
@ place for younger women who will be able

y to take up the work and push it I shall feel 


that I have done much.”’

STORY OF HIS CAREER

He started without a dollar of capital in 
1894, made a half million dollats clear by

bs His Flash Methods.

-tvealuloads. He hired special trains for

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cattle purchasip¢ tours in the Southwest. 
Iie spent money like a nabob and catried 
diamouds as pocket pieces. 

But all of. this display and splendor was 
a flash in the pan. Giliett’s ¢perations 
brought their own ruin in 1898, and then fit 
did not take long for the banks and live- 
stock commission firms. to unravei the 
chain of Gillatt’s crooked deals even back 
beyond the year 18%, when he entered the 
cattle business. Gillett, when he fled south, 
left probably 50,000 head of cattle in numer- 
ous bunches scattered all the way from 
Oregon tn. Texas. All of them had been 
mortgaged once, and sme of them several 
times. He had afioat probably two millior 
dollars of his own cattle paper. The 
greater part of this paper was in his own 
name, but he had also used the names of 
relativés and friends, all ef whom were 
drawn into the vortex of his failure. He 
borrowed about $200,000 just before he fled 
to Mexico. What became. of this money 
probably nobody except Gillett knows. 
Reports from Mexico, until recently, were 
that Gillett was a poor man. 

Made Mortgages for $900,000. 

The Dickinson County records alone 
showed mortgages amounting to $900,000 not 
yet matured when Gillett fled. How much 
was realized from the total of 
two millions invested by banks and 
commission firms in _ Glillett’s paper 
cannot be ascertained, but those who 
should be able to make an estimate say 
that the total logs was probably $700,000. 
The Roatmaf’s Bank of St. Louis held $100,- 
0 of Gillett’s paper which {it bought of 
the A. J. Gillespie Commission Co. of 
Kansas City, under the latter’s guarantee. 
Those firms or banks which held first 
mortgages benefited by the sale of all the 
cattle that thev could identify; the holders 
of bogus mortguges got nothing. 

Gillett left Woodbine, Kan., his home, 
Monday afternaon, Nov. 20, 1898, after tell- 
ing his friends that he was going to the 
Texas Panhandle to buy and ship to Kansas 
City 5000 head of the ‘‘J. A.’’ brand of cat- 
tle. He had already paid $13,000 down on 
this deal and several. car loads of the cat- 
tle had arrived at Strong City the same 
week, on their way to Kansas City. Thurs- 
day morning of that week, Gillett talked to 
a friend in the lobby of a hotel at Fort 
Worth, Tex. He seemed to be in good 
humor and joked some. Then came the 
crash and Gillett, after several weeks, was 
located in Mexico. His wife, at Woodbine, 
apparently knew nothing of his intention 
to leave the United States and she did not 
join him until several months afterward. 

A remarkable thing about Gillett’s method 
of doing business was that he kept na 
books and took no one into his confidence. 
All the details of his enormous deals were 
carried in his head and this made it ex- 
tremely rough traveling for creditors when 
they pounced upon Gillett’s tangible assets. 

Origin of the Plunger. 

Gillett was reared et Woodbine. His 
father, James Gillett, came came from Eng- 
land and was one of the early settlers, tak- 
ing up a claim at Woodbine when there 
was no town there. He married and reared 
family of three boys and two girls. Grant 


was the youngest son. He now is about 4 
years of age. Grant became a telegraph op- 
erator and married a telegraph operator. 
He was agent at a small town in Marion 
County, \on the Rock Island road, and got 
into trouble there by shipping grain and 
collecting for more grain than there was in 
the car. He ran away, was gone for a year 
or two and then his family arranged for 
his return. He came back, was divorced 
from his wife and went to work on his 
father’s farm. 

His father died in 1888 and the estate was 
divided. Grant squandered his share. In 
1894, he began feeding cattle for himself. He 
cleared about $50,000 by a sudden advance in 
the market and within a year added prob- 
ably $35,000 more to his profits. He mar- 
ried Miss Baumbaugh, a school teacher. 

In 1896, he is said to have sold 50,000 cat- 
tle. He would buy in big bunches, .as many 
as 5,000 cattle in a bunch, on b2rrrowed 
money secured by a mortgage on the cat- 
tle. Then he would snip the cattle to 
Woodbine and gell them in small lots to 
feeders, taking their notes, or ship to Kan- 
#23 City. When the notes were paid Gil- 
lett would settle with the commission men 
from whom he had borrowed. The com- 
mission men received 9 and 19 per cent in- 
terest on their lcans from Gillett, and set- 
tled with the banks or eastern money lend- 
ers on the basis of 4 and 5 per cent inter- 
est, thus netting to themselves 4 and 5 per 
cent profit in ad'lition to the usual commis- 
sion for selling the cattle. 

It was these enormous profits which mad-«

commission men anxious to obtain Gillett 
paper. They were suspicious of his brass 
band methods and expected that sooner or 
later he would fail, but each was willing to 
take q@ big risk for a fortune in the belief 
that he would get from under before the 
crash came. 


Others Gambled on Him. 

If Gillett asked a new loan or an exten- 
sion and it was granted, he at once can- 
celed all of the loans held by the firm that 
had refused hig: accommcdation and placed 
it suinewhere “Ilse. Dealers in cattle paper 
became so eager for Gillett’s notes that they 
gtew careless, and thus it was that when 
his affairs began to tighten Gillett was able 
to mortgage cattle several times without 
his crouked dealing being discovered. 

In 1897 Gillett shipped 75,000 cattle into 
Kansas City and as mapy more in the year 
1898. He often made a profit of $% a head, 
but his expenses were enormous. He kept 
50 men at his ranch at Woodbine: then there 
was the Cowboy band, which he always 
took with him in a special car. Woodbine 
had only 150 inhabitants, but Gillett built 
there a stone bank good enough for a city 
of 10,000, an elevator at.a cost of $9000, and 
a harn that cost $3000. He furnished his 
house snmptuously, and brought two car- 
loads of blvegrags sod from Missouri for his 
lawn. 

In March, 1898, Gillett organized in Abi- 
lene a gentlemen's association that was to 
be a rival of the state association. The 
big railroad companiessent their livestock 
commissioners from Chicago and the far 
West. Cattlemen came from the big 
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of Kansas attended the convention, and 
after the meeting Gillett hired a special 
train and took the visitors to Woodbine. 
They remained there too long to return to 
Abilene in time to catch the Union Pacific 
train, so Gillett carried them by a special 
to Herington, where they got aboard a 
Rock Isiand train. 

Other instances of Gillett’s extravagance 
might be mentioned, but those given suffice 
to indicate the character and manner of 
the man. 

Gillett’s father-in-law, B. 8. Baumbaugh, 
and his brother-in-law, W. H. Hollinger, 
were associated with him in the cattle 
business, but Gillett kept no books and 
Baumbaugh and Hollinger had no means 
of checking their interests against Gil- 
lett. 

Gillett carried $275,000 in life insurance, 
most of it with premiums paid up 10 years 
ahead. He also carried $70,000 accident in- 
surance, which he took out in Abilene a 
short time before he went to Mexico. 


Failures in Mexico. 


Gillett has been in, or near, Chihuahua 
most of the time since he left Kansas. He 
leased the Palacio Hotel there, but it failed 
to pay. Then he tried the dairy business. 
He had about 75 Jersey milch cows. But 
the dairy business, too, was unprofitable. 
Mrs. Gillett was taken sick with the small- 
pox. An ‘American physician attended her, 
and after her recovery presented a bill of 
$3000 for services and demanded immediate 
payment. He evidently believed Gillett 
had wealth at ris command. The physician 
sued in court to collect and won. Gillett’s 
personal effects of value, excepting house- 
hold furniture, were seized to satisfy the 
judgment. 

Then Gillett got a contract to supply 
wild hay and he worked with a pitchfork 
with his menin the fields. Mrs. Gillett con- 
cluded to take a hand in assisting toward 
a livelihood and opened a millinery store 
in Chihuahua. Gillett subsequently found 
employment as a bookkeeper for an Amer- 
ican mining company and in time was ap- 
pointed superintendent of mines at Par- 
rall. Between the millinery store and Gil- 
lett’s salary the family became modestly 
well-to-do, and a home was purchased and 
paid for. 

In 1901, it was reported that Gillett was 
on his way to Kansas to settle with his

The bill which brought forth such cordial 
approval from the governor provided for 
the establishment of the fattest office ever 
conceived by any Missouri spoilsman. 

There were then 2100 saloons in St. Louis, 
and the excise bill specified that a fee o 
$$ should be payable to the excise com- 
missioner from each saloon keeper twice 
a year. 

The excise commissioner was to exercise 
a supervisory control over the saloons and 
thus serve as a check on the Republican 
collector. At, the same time the oppor- 
tunity was opened of obtaining the support 
of the: brewers, by whom Gov. Stone was 
subsequently em yes to defeat legisia- 
tion a bering their interests. 

When the bill became a law a test case 
was taken to the Supreme Court, the ex- 
cise commissioner contending that licenses 
must be s@cured semi-annually, which 
Se woe make the yearly receipts of the office 
24,000.

This bill was passed 
by the legislature almost without dissent, 
except from the Republican side. 

After Stone affixed his signature to it, 


he sent for Phelps, so the story ges, and 
offered, in consideration of the service he 
had performed, to appaent any man whom 
he might desire to the position. 

Phelps replied that he nad no candidate, 
but added: 


‘“Phere’s Jim McCaffrey, a good Demo- 
crat, who has just been defeated for the

The governor said nothing to this, but in 
a few days announced the appointment of 
Nicholas M. Bell. 


Subsequently when he retired from 
the office of governor Stone was made 
attorney for the excise commissioner, 
receiving a salary of $500 a month. 

This “‘salary’’ was the subject of in- 
vestigation by the Major committee, 
appointed by the Legislature in 1809 
to probe into St. Louis official scandals. 


Stone was summoned as a witness and 
on the stand he became very indignant at 
the committee because of its inquiry into 
what he termed his ‘private affairs.”’ 

His testimony developed the fact that 
he had handl not more than one or two 
cases in court for the excise commissioner. 

He dwelt on the statement that he ‘‘con- 
ferred and consulted’’ wicm the excise com- 
missioner on ‘“‘remonstrances” filed and 
etc. In all the excise commissioner had 
on record 21 such complaints during the 
time that Stone drew his handsome at- 
torney’s fees.

AN INDEPENDENT STAND. 

Before the 1895 session opened Gov. Stone 
sent for Mr. O’Meara and they had a long 
conversation at the executive mansion.

It is stated in a special dispatch from 
Washington to the Post-Dispatch last 
night that Postmaster F. ‘W. Baumhof, 
whose term expires in January, will not 
be reappointed and that former Congress- 
man Charles F. Joy will in all probability 
be the next postmaster of St. Louis. The 
dispatch follows: 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Representative 
Charles F. Joy is likely to be appointed 
postmastcr of St. Louis. He is not openly 
a candidate for the place, but when it de- 
veloped at the postoffice department this 
evening that Postmaster F. W. Baumhoft 
would not be reappoi:tted the name of Joy 
was immediately suggested as his succes- 
sor by those who are familiar with the 
situation. 

Tho postoffice department recently took 
upon itself to determine, without any re- 
gard to political reasons, if it was best for 
the service for the present postmaster of 
St. Louis to be given a reappointment. 
The report of the special agent of the 
department charged to investigate the mat- 
ter was reccived today. and those who will 
act upon it admitted at once that it im- 
mediately changes the whole situation. 


No Unfavorable 

Criticism of Baumhoff. 

In the first place the report says that the 
St. Louis office is in the very first rank 
of the well-managed postoffices in the 
United States. It says that the adminis- 
tration is sharp and business like, and that 
the general results are more than satis- 
factory. There is not the slightset d'spo- 
sition to unfavorably criticise the execu- 
tive ability of Mr. Baumhoff. 

Thig extremely complimentary mention 
is not sufficient to prevent the postoffice 
executive who has passed upon it from 
saying that Mr. Baumhoff will not be re- 
appointed and there need be no further 
expectation on this point. He will not dis- 
cuss the report, will not admit that there 
are any charges, but flatly says that there 
will be no reappoinment—that is, if his 
opinion may be depended upon. 


Joy’s Election Contest 
Is Not Popular. 

It is also admitied at the postoffice de- 
partment that Mr. Joy is the most likely 
successor The fact that the Republicans 
do not relish the election contest which 
Joy insists upon may have something to 
do with this. ‘The leaders in the House 
say that it will be an exceedingly on- 
pleasant task from a-.party standpoint to 
take up the examination of the election of 
the Eleventh district. Therefore they would 
be very glad to see “Chariie’’ Joy, who is 
very popular with. his fellows, safely land- 
ed in the postoffice at St. Louis, and his 
election contest well out of the way. 


The charges referred to In the dispatch 
were filed about two months ago. They 
were in affidavits made by several em- 
ployes, among whom were some of the 
women clerks in the postoffice, it Is said. 

When Postmaster Baumhoff was informed 
last night of the contents of the dispatch 
from Washington he stated that he was 
not at all disturbed by it. 

He declined to discuss the situation at 
length, saying that he had refrained from 
commenting on the matter up to the pres- 
ent time and would not begin now. 

“The department has not heard from me 
yet,” he said, “but it will in the due 
course of. time.”’ 

When asked when his side of the case 
would be presented to the department, 
Mr. Baumhoff declined to say, but rae- 
marked that it would be “‘within the time 
fixed by the department.’”’ 

He felt sure, he said in responsé to a 
question, that the department would take 
no final aciion without waiting to hear 
his defense to whatever charges were {lled 
against him, 

Mr. Baumhoff declined to make any ex- 
planation concerning the nature of his de- 
fegse. He said he could not talk about it 
before it was presented to the department. 

From sources friendly to Mr. Baumhoff 
it is learned that he !s preparing a vigor- 
ous defense to the charges filed against 
him. 

Congressman Joy, who resides at the 
Southern Hotel while in St. Louis, had not 
arrived there from Washington last night, 
but he is expected home for the Soe enya.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The far-reach- 
ing importance of the seizure of the Orin- 
oco river by the allies is to be found in 
the fact that the seat of the present revo- 
lution against President Castro is at Ciu- 
dad Bolivar, a small town on that river, 
and it has been asserted since the bom- 
bardment at Puerto Cabello that ships car- 
rying arms and ammunition to the rebels 
have been permitted to go to Ciudad Boli- 
var. 

As the allies have deprived the present 
government of Venezuela of its little navy 
and British and German commanders are 
accused of using the fleets to Keep an open 
channel for military supplies intended for 
the insurgent forces led by Gen. Matos, 
some significance attaches to President 
Castro’s written declaration that the real 
object of the attack upon his country Is 
the setting up of a revolutionary govern- 
ment in Venezuela which will depend up- 
on the European powers for support—in 
other words, that the allies: intend to crip- 
ple the present government of the republic 
and at the present time encourage the 
revolutionists in order to control the na- 
tlon through a servile administration. 

It is quite certain that the revolution- 
ists at Ciudad Bolivar have become ex- 
traordinarily active since the allies took 
possession of the mouth of the Orinoco, 


MATOS’ COMPACT WITH ENGLAND 


When Matos set out to overturn. the 


Castro administratioan,.,last summer, the 
president declared that the rebel leader 
had entered ‘nto a secret alliance with 
Great Britain by which the financial con- 
tro] of the republic would be surrendered 
to the British in the event that the revo- 
lution should succeed. 

But Castro smashed the main insurgent 
army, leading his forces in person in a 
four days’ battle at Victoria. 

This was in the middle of October. When 
Castro returned to his capital the allies 
presented the ultimatum and seized his 
navy. 

President Castro has not asserted that 
the allies intended to take any part of 
Venezuela soil, but he has insisted that 
they aimed at an indirect sovereignty, to 
be exercised by a native government set 
up by themselves, and has asserted that 
the Monroe Doctrine would be nullified in 
that way. 

The truth is that in June President Cas- 
tro issued a decree declaring a blockade of 
the Orinoco river in order to cut off the 
-rebels at Ciudad Bolivar from supplies. 


ALLIES AIDED REBELS. 

The German gunboat Panther violated 
this blockade and ascended the waters of 
the Orinoco. The British naval command- 
ers also ignored the blockade. Both powers 
declared the blockade to be ineffective. In 
that way the rebels were able to receive aid. 

Morover, Port-of-Spain, in Trinidad, on 
the coast of Venezuela, became the recog- 
nized base from whichAhe insurgents oper- 
ated under the protection of the British 
flag. The authorities of that port permit- 
ted the English steamship Ran Righ to be 
armed and manned by insurgents, and. 
even after her name had been changed to 
the Liberador and an insurgent leader had 
taken command, she was allowed to sa!] 
against President Castro's government. 
Venezeuela protested, but her protest was 
treated with contempt in Londoh. 

Again and again President Castro pointed 
out ta the American minister in Caracas 
and to Secretary Hay what he believed to 
be plain evidence that Great Britain and 
Germany were plo'ting against the practical 
independence of Venezuela. 

There is every reason to believe that, as 
exon as Great Britain and Germany in- 
formed the United States of their prob- 
able intention to apply force to Venesuela 
in the collection of money claims. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recognized the necessity for 
naval preparation to meet any emergency 
arising under the Monroe Doctrine. 


ROOSEVELT’S VIGILANCE. 

While Great Britain and Germany were 
assured the United States would not ob- 
ject to coercive measures against Vene- 
guela, within the limits proposed, Mr. 
Roosevelt stirred the navy department to 
activity.

Broadway Merchant Deliv- 
ered Knockout Blow 
Just in Time. 


RECIPIENT WAS CAPTURED 


HE TALKED WHILE ANOTHER 
MAN SNATCHED A SUIT. 


Escaped After Struggle, but the Other 
Intruder Was Caught in the Glass 
Door and Retained for 
the Police. 


The attempt of two sneak thieves to steal 
a suit of clothes from the Jones Clothing 
Co., 1099. North Broadway, about 7:30 last 
night, was frustrated by Adolph H. 
Ahrens, a salesman, and Harry Jones, man- 
ager of the concern. 

There was a spirited conflict between 
the thieves and the store employes, in 
which Manager Jones enacted the pu- 
gilistic role with signal success. 

As Edward Clark, 216 O'Fallon street, 
fthe alleged “‘stall’’ (the man who does the 
talking), attempted to rush out of the 
front door, Jones delivered a_ straight- 
handed blow on the point of the fugitive’s 
chin which precipitated Clark head first 
into the plateglass door. It was shattered 
by the concussion and before the dazed 
and bleeding man could arise he was over- 
powered. His companion escaped. 

The store was crowded with customers 
when tow shabbily dressed fellows entered 
together, Clark engaged Ahrens in conver- 
sation, stating that he wanted to purchase 
a pair of trousers. His companion carried 
one hand in a sling and stood at his side 
nearest the door. 

When the latter thought Ahrens and other 
clerks were not watching, he picked up a 
suit of @dothes and began to edge towards 
the door. Ahrens saw the play and darted 
after him. 

He grasped the clothing and shouted to 
the other.employes to assist him. The thief 
wriggled from his grasp, but dropped the 
suit and ran up Broadway. 


CUT BY THE GLASS, 

Clark attempted to follow him, but Jones 
reached the scene in time to deliver the 
knock-out blow. 

When Officer Jerry O’Conner ayprived 
Clark was bleeding profusely from a scalp 
wound. The prisoner was taken afoot to 
the Chestnut street police station, where 
he was searched and then taken to the 
City Dispensary for treatment. Later he 
was locked up. His hearing will take place 
Monday. 

To Sergt. Conlon, Clark stated that he 
was n plumber and had been living near 
Gene Town's saloon at Broadway and Carr 
streets, which the police say is a rendez- 
vous for “cadgers,’’ or beggars. A pack- 
age of court-plaster, such as mendicants 
carry for sale, was found in his pockets. 

Clark gave his age as 19. He said that 
the man who attempted to steal his clothes 
was a stranger and that when he entered 
the store to purchase the trousers he had 
no idea that the latter meditated any 
crime. The police doubt his story. 

The man who escaped was about 21 
years old. He was 5 feet 10 inches tall, 
weighed 155 pounds, had dark brown hair 
and eyes and wore a light tan overcoat. 

The police believe that he carried his 
hand in a sling as a blind to further the 
game.

HOW THE ARBITRATION 
WOULD BE ARRANGED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. W.—If an agree- 
ment should be reached on arbitration, 
the procedure would be for Mr. Bowen, 
representing Venezuela, as a plenipoten- 
tiary, to sign with the representative of 
the allies a protocol stating that the case 
is to be- submitted to arbiiration; that 
Venezuela admits the right of diplomatic 
intervention in behalf of a claimant, a 
principle she has always resisted, and 
that the details of the arbitration shall be 
arranged in a formal treaty which she 
pledges herself to singn. 

This treaty will provide in the greatest 
details ‘for the security of foreign inter- 
ests against vexatious and extortionate in- 
terfarence on the part of the Venezuelan 
government hereafter, and will insure the 
administration of exact justice in the set- 
tlement of claims, and especially will it 
relieve foreign residents of Venezuela from 
forced loans and persecution in times of 
revolutions. 

At the German embassy tonight the de- 
nial emphatic and authoritative was given 
to previous reports in circulation that Ger- 
many desires to acquire Margarita Island 
and will work to this end in any settle- 
ment that may be agreed upon. 

Germany, it was said, has never for an 
instant had designs on Margarita Island 
or any other Venezuelan territory. Her 
(effort throughout has been merely to ob- 
tain esatisfaction for the claims pending 
against the Caracas government and for 
indignities committed against German cit- 
igens. This position was made plain to 
the state department by the German am- 
bassador, Mr. Von Holeben, last year, and 
the Washington authorities accepted them 
and accept now in good faith the assur- 
ance made by the Berlin government that 
no encroachment on the Monroe doctrine 
was intended or threatened by the Ger- 
man government's scheme for collecting 
her claims against Venczuela. 

It developed today that the position of 
the French government [In clalming prior- 
ity of settlement for her claims against 
Venezuela, prior to 1899, because of a set- 
tlement that has been agreed upon be- 
tween the two countries, has not only ap 
pealed to the Washington authorities, but 
it may find support from the Berlin gov- 
ernment. 

No information has been received at the 
state department to this effect, nor is it 
thought that in the event that President 
Roosevelt decides to arbitrate the dispute 
he will be called upon to settle this ques- 
tion between the HBuropean powers. 

It is thought that Great Britain and 
Italy are rather inclined to dispute the 
rights of France for prior settlement for 
claims arising prior to 1899.

Dec. 2.—Chancéllor Von Bue- 
low received the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press today. The correspondent 
in asking an interview, represented that a 
statement from Emperor William's first 
minister at this time might clear up any 
doubt which exists of Germany's purpose. 
The chancellor mentioned that the idea 
was prevalent in the United States that 
Germany was engaged in the collection 
of business debts. He sald: 

“Among the German claims against 
Venezuela we gave precedence to these 
arising from the‘ last Venesuelan war. 
These claims have not the character of 
mere business debts contracted by the re- 
public, but. they have grown out of acts 
of violence committed against German citi- 
gens in Venezuela either by forced loans 
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was, to its utmost regret, forced to take 
the matter into its own hands. The first 
step taken as a compulsory measure 
against Venezuela was the seizure of her 
men-of-war. As this measure had no im- 
mediate effect, we are now biockading 
Venezuelan ports. 

“This blockade will have the character of 
a blockade of war and we shall therefore 
make no distinction as to the na.tonality 
of neutrals; we do not intend to issue a 
formal declaration of war, Germany and 
England having agreed for the present only 
to blockade the coast and noi to take any 
further measures of a hostile character 
against Venezuela, except in the event of 
an unexpected emergency. 

“We regret the necessity of a blockade 
and we shall certainly take care that as 
little trouble and inconvenience as possible 
shall be caused by it to the neutral trade. 

“Of course, we have not the slightest in- 
tention to make any territorial acquisitioneg 
in Venezuela. 

‘In that respect the United States govern- 
ment some months ago received from us 
explanations of a positive character. 

“We are thankful to the United States 
government for the trouble that it takes to 
bring about a settlement by arbitration. We 
think a fair arrangement might be come 
to in that way.”’ 

The chancellor added that the note to 
Secretary Hay accepting the principle of 
arbitration would be supplemented by an- 
other tomorrow making suggestions as to 
the form of arbitration. He also alluded 
to the pleasure the Emperor had yesterday 
in receiving Ambassador Tower, who has 
made an excellent impression in officia] 
quarters here. 


ALLIES ANNOUNCE 
BLOCKADE EXTENSION 


POST-DISPATCH BUREAD, 
1345 Pennsylvania avenue. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 0.—Engiand noti- 
fied the state department today that the 
blockade of five Venezuelan ports and the 
mouth of the Orinoco will begin on Dec. 25. 

Press dispatches agreed that it was 
put into effect today. 

It is evident that there is a mistake in 
the dispatches, but the state department 
will be governed by the message it re- 
ceived. One of the officials said: 
'“Something may happen in these five 
days.”’ 

His remark reflected the general opin- 
ion that in less than a week the President 
will have agreed to become the arbitrator 
and have assigned the case for prepara- 
tion. 

It is thought the days of grace allowed 
will permit American ships now on their 
way to Venezuela to reach port before the 


time limit expires. It is doubted that ef- 
fective blockade can be maintained at so 
many ports. 


GERMANY SUGGESTED 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—It is confirmed here 
that an invitation has been sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to arbitrate in the Vene- 
guelan difficulty. 

It seems that the proposal to submit the 
matter to the President's arbitration em- 
anated from the German government. 

The foreign office here says it has the 
strongest reasonsfor believing that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will decline to act as arbi- 
trator.

BRITISH BLOCKADING

PORT OF 2PAIN, Trinidad, Dec w.— 
The Britieh sloop-of-war Fantome, which 
Was sent to command the entrance to the 
Orinoco, is hard aground near Barrancas. 
on the left bank of that river, and 120 miles 
southwest of Trinidad. 

The Fantome left this port Dec. 9 to 
command the Orinoco and open it to for- 
eign vessels in spite of President's Castro's 
proclaimed blockade.

FORTY ROADS AND 150,000 MEN 
AFFECTED. 


Increase Has Been Granted to Train- 
men of Northwestern Line and St. 
Paul Employes Are About to 
Be Helped. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—A demand for more 
pay, affecting $150,000 railroad men, was 
made today upon 40 railroads west of 
Chicago. The men affected are passenger 
and freight conductors and brakemen. An 
answer is demanded by Jan. 5. 

The igcrease asked for amounts to 20 
per cent. Officials of the roads were called 
on and the demand presented. 

Forty committees of trainmen arrived in 
Chicago today. Similiar committees visited 


St. Louis, San Francisco, Kansas City and 
other cities. The demand is not accom- 
panied by any threats. 

The general campaign by employes of 
western railroads for an increased share 
in the earnings has resulted in a victory 
for the engineers and firemen of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern system, under which 
they will divide $600,000 annually. 

The increase affects about 5000 men, and 
emounts to about 8 per cent. Engineers 
who formerly got $3.70 and $4.30 for a 100- 
mile run will get $3.80 to $4.70. The fire- 
men will be paid $2.25 to $2.75 for the same 
runs. instead of $2.20 and $2.60. Agree- 
ments té this effect will be signed “1 
dav and the increage will date from Jan. 1.

MONROE DOCTRINE TO FRONT. 

But Mr. Roosevelt caused it to be under- 
stood that there would be no abatement 
of the stern attitude of the United States 
regarding the Monroe doctrine. 

The concentration of our naval forces, 
the accumulation of war stores, the steady 
drilling of our crews and the exercises of 
our fleets went on without, Interruption. 

Meanwhile, Germany and Great Britain 
agreed to attack Venezuela. The diplo- 
matic correspondence made public several 
days ago in London shows that Germany 
persuaded Great Britain to agree that both 
nations should act together, and that nel- 
ther nation should accept a settlement 
from Venezuela’ until the other nation’s 
claims were also satisfied. 

There were many in the United States 
who recognized the fact that danger was 
in the air. At a banquet to Prince Henry 
in Boston former Secretary of State Ol- 
ney, who wrote the modern definition of 
the Monroe doctrine in his famous cor- 
respondence with Lord Salisbury, said, 
in speaking of Germany and the United 
States: 

OLNEY’S FAMOUS WORDS. 

“The two countries are recognizing each 
other as generous and worthy rivals—are 
joining in a sort of handshake, as a cour- 
teous but significant preliminary to the 
contest before them—and are thus, in a 
way, pledging themselves that whatever 


gress the rightful rules of the game, nor 
oversteps the limits which Christian and 
civilized peoples ought to observe under 
whatever proyocation.”’ 

The claims of Great Britain and Ger- 
many include two classes of money de- 
mands, those which arose out of capital 
invested in Venezuela by private individ- 
vals under government guarantee and 
those based upon damages to private prop- 
erty during the present and preceding 
revolutions. 

The whole sum involved in the British 
and German demands does not exceed §2,- 
900,000. Of this sum only $100,000 is British, 
and a part of it relates to interference 
The bulk 
|of the German claim is made in behalf of 
a German corporation which built a rail- 
way from Caracas to Valencia. 

The Venezuelan government agreed to 
guarantee 7 per cent interest on the in- 
vestment, but forgot to limit the cost of 
the railway. The Germans charged $100,- 
000 a mile for construction and insisted 
upon earning 7 per cent on that basis—the 
expenditure for 200 miles of rail being 
put at $20,000,000. 

CLAIMS IN DISPUTE. 

All this was before President 
gained the presidency. 

President Castro disputes the justice of 
these claims and referred the claimants 
to the regular Venezuelan court. When 
the British and German ministers took the 
matter up, they were informed that claims 
of such a character, arising on Venezuelan 
soil, must be tested in Venezuelan tri- 
punals.

Even should the claims presented by the 
allies be settled by arbitration, it is pos- 
sible that they may gain contro! of Venez- 
uelan policy by helping a new revolutionary 
government into power, a revolut'on headed 
by a man who has been denounced by Pres- 
ident Castro as a mere British agent.

The new discovery simply con- 
sists in the recognition of the specific 
‘American parasite which develops in per- 
ecns in warmer climates, especially in 
those who inhabit sandy areas."’

NO LOAN CONTRACTIONS 


Stocks During the Week Moved Irreg- 
ularly and Without Definite 
Tendency. 


Snecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The 
Post says: 

“Today's. bank statement might be 
called disappointing if it had not grown to 
be the market’s habit to look for disap- 
pointment. 

“This time expectations are cheated both 
in reserves and loans. All forecasts yes- 
terday agreed that cash holdings had been 
enlarged this week; the statement makes 
them decrease $1,700,000. 

“Banks had predicted, with some confi- 
dence, that a heavy loan contraction 
would occur. The reduction is $3,500,000, 
which is less than the week’s reduction 
in either of two past years. 

“Perhaps the Stock Exchange operations 
| later in the week offset an earlier con- 
traction; perhaps some Jenders have quietly 
tried to anticipate the $50,000,000 pool, and 
perhaps the load shifted from European 
lenders’ shoulders has pressed on our banks 
sufficiently to offset much of Stock Ex- 


change loan contraction. Surplus reserves 
are only a trifle lower in consequence of 
the statement’s various changes. It should 
be added, however, that the surplus is now 
at the lowest figure reported at this date 
in ten years, only excepting 1901. 

Stocks moved irreguiarly and without 
ony definite tendency. Trading was very 
dull, though with some show of activity 
when the bank statement appeared. Clos- 
ing was firm. 

“Irreverent spirits {in the bank com- 
munity describe the Stock Exchange’s sud- 
den recovery'from agony of misgiving to 
cheerful buoyancy as a Wall street ‘faith 
cure.’ There may be some aptness in the 
definition. The real question, as with jubi- 
lant pisties on their way from 8t. Anne 
and ourdes, is whether the cure is real. 

It can hardly be said as yet that per- 
manent relief has come, but it certainly 
seems nearer, 

“The collapse of the Chicago corn deal, an 
enterprise as Silly as it was mischievous, 
vas the weck's most encouragi incident 
in this regard. Yesterday’s a cation of 
screws by the Bank of England to: the 
London money market was the least so. 

On the whole, reassuring. factors pre- 
dominate. Agricultural exports should in- 
crease, even if the grain is slow. 

“There is nothing wrong with London. 
Our bankers still owe a handsome block of 
capital—though, fortunately, much less 
than we owed a month ago—and must suf- 
fer accordingly when ondon’s market 
tightens. But the end-of-the-year settle- 
ments in Lombard street are adjusted with 
more expedition than anywhere else in the 
financial world, and unless some forces are 
at work which the eye cannot now dis- 
cern, the strain should relax a ‘ittle later. 

We must, of course, send out some 
round amounts of gold before very long 
and it is possible—th ewestern farmers’ 
condition being what it is—that the gold 
exports will not .be offset by ulvalent 
shipments of currency from the West. 

“These are the qualifying facts. They 
need not cause uneasiness, but they are 
pretty good arguments ag t inflation of 
speculative values. 

“It would be poor con tion if a ten- 
point break in corn, with the consequent 
stimulus of grain exports, were promptly 
to be followed by a ten-point raise in 
stocks, which should force an equivalent 
import of securities. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.~There was not 
much significance to today’s desultory 
trading in stocks, which was almost whol- 
ly in the hands of professional operators. 
Commission houses reported a falling ef- 
fect in the recently renewed business. This 
market is disposed to take on an attitude 
of waiting after the week’s covering mo- 
ment, realizing that tbe money market stiil 
has heavy demands to meet, notwithstand- 
ing the feeling of greater confidence in 
ability to do so as a result of thé existence 
of the: bankers’ protective pool. . 

A sudden spurt in sugar to 129 helped the 
final rally. That stock had been stron 
throughout, apparently on the ground o 
the prospect of the adoption of the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty. There was also an 
animated speculation in Texas & Pacific, 
which rose to 41% and then fell to 39%. 

Part of the government requirements 
seem to have been drawn from other cen- 
ters, and large pension payments at New 
York have relieved the banks.

London has been a mod- 
erate buyer of stocks in the New York 
market and the proceeds of the sale abroad 
of the $10,000,000 issue of Pennsylvania Car 
Trust certificates have been partly avalil- 
able in the exchange market. A_ willing-

FIGHT HOUR BILL I$ FAVORED 


Measure Has Been Reported to Senate 
by Its Committees on Educa- 
tion and Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The eight hour 
labor bill, as amended by the Senate com- 
mission on education and labor, was today 
reported to the Senate from that commit- 
tee, accompanied by a written statement of 
the commiitee’s reasons for its action. 


It is stated that the bill is substantially 
the same as the House bill. and that it is 
favored by a majority of the Senate com- 
mittee. The report contains a review of 
former federal legislation in favor of the 
eight-hour system and a summary of state 
eractments on the subject. 

A large portion of the report is taken up 
with an amendment limiting the operations 
of the. proposed law of contracts with the 

cvernment. This is done to meet the ob- 
ection that the act would apply to work 
other than that done for the government 
in cases which the government contractor 
might have work in hand for other persons 
or for himself. They say that thig amend- 
ment is merely a correct interpretation of 
the House Dill. 

Speaking of the general policy of the 
measure, the committee says: 

“Your committee does not doubt. the 
right of Congress to extend the eight-hour 
day. The majority approve the policy of 
extending the elght-hour day, believing its 
results will be beneficial, that the products 
of labor will be improved and that the 
happiness of workingmen will be greater, 
the intelligence of the pores increased and 
civilization advanced by. such - legislation. 
A maiority of your committee believe that 
this measure which has received from the 
whole committee such serious and care- 
ful consideration. is not radical, but ‘con- 
gervative, and, therefore, recommend its 
passage."’

Miss Emma Jelica, the pretty daughter 
of Joseph Jelica, landlord at the Columbia 
Hotel, 94 Chestnut street, attempted the 
capture of four youths who apparently 
were looting a room yesterday ‘afternoon. 

Desperate resistance was made by two of 
the young fellows, one of whom stabbed 
Jelica and his wife with a penknife when 
they tried to detain him, but he inflicted 
no serious injury. 


The quartet ranged in ages from 15 to 18 
rears. Wesley Simon, 17 years old, who is 
elieved to have done the cutting, is under 
arrest. He says he lives at 817 Lafayette 
avenue, and that he has been employed in 
a dye works. /The others gave the names 
of John Smith, William Smith and Henry 
Smith, when they engaged the rooms, and 
the police are looking for them. 

The four rented two rooms a_ the Colum- 
bia: Hotel last evening. Two occupicd a 
room. on the second floor and two were 
given a room on the third floor. 

They did not arise until late. Miss Jelica, 
while she was going about the house, tried 
the door of a room em by a regular 
lodger named McLeod. She found it 
locked -and immediately suspected some- 
thing was wrong, for she had seen McLeod 
go out end knew that he generally left the 
gaa unlocked so that the maid could en- 
er. 

While she was deliberating upon how to 
proceed, one of th eboys poked his head 
out of the door of a room adjoining that 
of McLeod's, and Miss Jelica caught a 
glimpse of two boys crawling through a 
window opening from one of the rooms to 
another. 

She accused the boy at the door of being 
a robber and told him that none of them 
could leave the room until she summoned 
a policeman. hen she screamed loudly 
enough to attract her mother, whom she 
sent for an officer. 

The boy who had given the name of 
John Smith, and to whom Miss Jelica had 
been talking. made a break for liberty. 
He dodged past the girl and evaded her 
mother, but Mr. Jelica happened to be at 
the foot of the stairs and caught’ him. 
William Wallace. a lodger, was requested 
to hold him while Mr. Jelica went up- 
stairs. but as soon as Wallace was alone 
with him the prisoner pulled a knife and 
Wallace let him get away. 

Mr. Jelica found his daughter struggling 
with one of the youths. whom he be- 
lieves to. be Wesley Simon. The _ land- 
lord took a hand in the affray, and pres- 
ently the voungster drew a_ pockoetknife 
and cut Jelica in the arm. Then he ran 
and as he went bv Mrs. Jelica he struck 
at her with the knife. cutting her hand. 

At the bottom of the stairs the fuecitive 
ran into Policemen Harrineton, Schmidt 
and Cremens, who arrested him. 

When they went to look for the other 
two who had been in the room they found 
that the hovs were missing. Thev vrob- 
ablv crawled out on the steep roof and 
jumped 25° feet to the ground There was 
no other means of getting off the roof.

He has the American Turf Congress back 
of him, but as that organization Is a straw 
affair at present and without other power 
than that which Ryan may be able to give 
it, it eannot be counted in now. 

All of the tracks in the circuit are imag- 
inary and will have to be bought, built and 
started later on. 

Ryan apparently has the means to make 
a fight and is associated with people who 
will stand or fall with him. All interested 
in the affair are further spurred on by the 
knowledge that they must succeed or suc- 
cumb for all time. 

Against the well-organized Western Club, 
which undoubtedly has the on > ay of the 
forse owners and the recognition of the 
eastern circuit, it is hard to see where 
Ryan comes in, He may establish an out- 
aw circuit and even maintain it profitably, 
ut it is far more probable that the con- 
the outcome.

YESTERDAY MORNING’S REPORTS 
SHOW ABATEMENT ABOVE 
EVANSVILLE. 


Sudden Onslaught of the Waters 
Caused Great Loss of Property to 
Farmers and Near Memphis 
Some Loss of Life. 


The Ohio river valley flood has reached 
its highest stage and is falling above 
Evansville. At Evansville Saturday morn- 
ing it was rising. The flood is most re- 
markable at this time of the year and was 
caused by heavy rains near the head- 
waters of the Ohio—the Allegheny and 
Monongahela _ rivers, and throughout 
southern Ohio and Indiana, central and 
northern Kentutky. According to reports 
received by the weather bureau, the worst 
of the flood is over, and the rivers will 
continue to fall unless heayy precipitation 
causes them to rise. 

The stages of the Ohio river Saturday 
were as follows: Pittsburg, 11.9, fall of 
2.8 feet; Parkersburg, 23 feet, fall of 3.2 
feet; Cincinnati, 45 feet, fall of 1.6 feet; 
Louisville, 23.5 feet, fall of .8 feet; Evans- 
ville, 39.2 feet, rise of 1.7 feet; Cairo, 36.2 
feet, rise of .7 feet. 


HEAVY RAINS DO 
DAMAGE IN KENTUCKY

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 20.—The heayy rain- 
fall the carly part of the week invarious 

sctions of the state, the heaviest in 
years, overflowed bottom lands, /railroad 
tracks and destreyed bridges. In ‘this city 
157 inches of rain fell in 24 hours, but in 
other sections of the state the rainfall was 
heaviest. 

Around Earlington it rained continuously 
for 36 hours, the water covering the L. & 
tracks and delaying railroad traffic, 
though doing little damage to the roadbed. 

At Munnington, a few miles from Earling- 
ton, the water was so high that people had 
to be teken out of their houses in canoes 
or rafts. But there as elsewhere through 
the state the flood subsided quickly, prop- 
erty belug damaged more by the deposits 
of mud and detris than in any other way. 

At Hopkinsville Little river went on a 
rampage, and rose into the main street of 
the town, flooding a good many cellars and 
damaging thc goods siored therein. The 
Illinois Central tracks were covered with 
water at this point. ' 

At Russellville it rained for 36 hours 
steadily. 

At Kowling Green the Barren river rose 
eight feet in a few hours, but did no dam- 
age worth speaking of. 


SMALL RIVERS ARE 
OUT OF THEIR BANKS 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 

OWENSBORO, Ky., Dec. 20.—The Ohlo 
river is higher here than it was ever known 
at this season of the year. On the In- 
diana side it is out of its banks and has 
flooded a large section of country. All 
the roads leading from near-by Indiana 


towns are submerged and travel cut off. | 


Steamboats are delayed and all river traffic 
effected by the overflow. 

The river is still rising rapidly and a 
steady rain is falling, and river men are 
much discouraged. 

All of the smaller rivers in this section, 
Green, Rough and Pond rivers, are out of 
their banks. People in the lowlands are 
having to move to the hills. Stock is suf- 
fering & nd large quantities of corn is be- 
ing destroyed on many places. The roads 
are overflowed, and much delay and incon- 
venience.in travel is being caused. River 
men believe that the river here will rise 
about five feet more and that the crest of 
the rise will come Sunday. 


FOUR FEET ABOVE 
DANGER AT EVANSVILLE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Deca. 20.—The Ohio 
at this point now™wtands 39 feet and is stil) 
rising. A stage of 40 feet is predicted here. 
Danger line is 35 feet. 

The greatest damage reported is to ties 
and logs in Green river, which stream 
empties into the Ohlo river seven miles 
abave this city. Hundreds of men are now 
engaged in trying to save thousands of ties 
and logs from being washed away. 

Several thousand dollars worth of logs 
near Mount Vernon, Ind., were washed 
away this afternoon. 

There has also been quite severe loss to 
farmers in the bottoms. While a great deal 
of the corn is in crib, there is lots of it 
yet in the field and this will be lost. 

Reports received tonight from along 
White, Wabash and Patoka rivers say the 
loss to farmers will be the most severe in 
years, Farmers in White river bottoms will 
be the heaviest losers. 

Steamers arriving tonight from Green riv- 
er say that river is at the highest stage in 
many years and farmers have moved their 
stock and effects to the highlands. 

The loss tin this immediate neighborhood 
has not been so severe. The lowlands, for 
miles above and below the city, are covered 
with water, but most of the houses are 
bullt on high foundations, and the water 
cannot reach the buildings unless there is 
a stage of more than # feet here.

LOSS OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY NEAR MEMPHIS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 20.—Figured on a 
cold cash basis, the devastation wrought 


by raging waters in the South and in the 
neighborhood of Memphis, within the past 
few days, has reached the gigantic figure 
of $500,000. 

With the single exception: of the Iron 
Mountain. the railroads entering this city 
have been damaged to an appaling extent. 
Valuable property has been swept away in 
the flood, scores of lives endangered and 
a number lost. 

Planters and farmers have suffered great 
losses. Their standing crops have been 
ruined beyond redemption, and a year's 
toll washed away. Many are impoverished 


for many miles and in the states adjacent 
to Tennesseé, 

The Southern road suffered heavily at 
Rossville, Tenpn., and traffic on the Louis- 
ville & Nashville was almost brought to a 
standstill by the overflowing of a small 
creek near Brunswick. 

The first victim of the flood in this vicin- 
ity was John Dunlap Brewster, a well- 
Known resident of Shelby County. He was 
driving a wagon and team of mules over 
Day's creek, a terribly swollen stream near 
Memphis, Friday morning, when the bridge 
gave way beneath him and he was precipi- 
tated into the torrent. The accident was 
witnessed by many people. He was dead, 
however, when recovered. 

The Mississippi river here has risen 
uver 7 feet since Sunday and is still climb- 
ing. The manufacturing district in South 
Memphis suffered great losses. It has been 
inundated for several days. A pump works 
and wagon factory and a new cotton-seed 
ofl mill stand many inches deep in water. 
Machinery and stock are impaired. In the 
Nonconnal creek’s bottoms, south of this 
city, two sawmills were almost wrecked 
and a hundred head of cattle perished.

As 
nearly 60 Irish members voted for it this 
comcession, vastly important to poor Cath- 
olic schools, was secured for them by the 
Trish party.

THE CHILDREN’S COURT.

Samuel Hopkins Adams, in January “Suc- 
cess,”’ 

The problem of the cities today is the 
eaving of those who are born into an en- 
vironment of ignorance and of the physical 
and moral uncleanliness that are its nat- 
ural concomitants. For these, the chil- 
dren’s court in New York City is the first 
check on the path to crimi y. It acts 
in loco parentis at the time df greatest 
need. The corollary follows that the city 
which has slums needs a children’s court to 
sift out the young offenders from the old 
and save them to the state. In the smaller 
cities there is, perhaps, no great need of 
such an institution; there the home ele- 
ment is strong and public responsibility for 
those unfortunates from whom the proper 
private responsibility has fallen away is 
keen. But in great centers of population, 
the children’s court, one may venture to 
predict, will soon be recognized as a neces- 
sity. Chicago has the pioneer tribunal of 
this kind, and nobly it has proved itself. 
Boston, Denver and Baltimore have fol- 
lowed Chicago's lead, all with-«marked suc- 
cess. Philadelphia has established a court, 
but its constitutionality has been called in 
question, and decision is still pending. In- 
deed, all these courts have encountered dif- 
ficulties of constitutional law, and in some 
cases it has required adroit twistings and 
evasions in order to dodge the inalienable 
right of trial by jury. ‘st Louls, San 
Francisco, New Orleans, Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati are some of the communities 
which might well take up the movement. 
As an advance in civilizatfon, as a realiza- 
tion of the higher civic responsibilities, ag 
an agency for the nation’s good, such an 
institution can hardly be rated too high, 
Even loking at it from the more practical 
viewpoint, one who has seen its workings 
cannot but feel that, purely as an invest- 
ment, it will pay heavy dividends in the 
long run. For it costs money to make and 
educate criminals; money for prisons and 
prison guards to watch the criminals in the 
making; more money for police and detec- 
tives t® pursue them—too often to prey 
upon them—after they are made. Any sys- 
tem which turns the potential criminal] 
aside and which gives him one more chance 
will, in the long run, pay whether you 
reckon the result in standards of dollars 
and cents, or of morality and citizenship.

Count Taeggi, the Italian inventor of 
what he calls the electric post, ig in London } 
for the purpose of explaining hip system to 
the authorities there. In press interviews 
he has given more details of his scheme 
than have been furnished by the cable. 
He proposes to forward letters _at the rate 
of from 200 to 250 miles an hour, Wires will 
be erected at an altitude corresponding 
pretty nearly to that of the telegraph wires 
at present. They will be in the form of 
aerial railways, two wires forming 4 
track. On these lines will be run miniature 
carriages propelled by eleetricity. The 
whole apparatus will be inclosed. The 
wires are to be supported by posts. To 
avoid collision between the cars and the 
poles the wires will rest on arms a 
from the uprights. There will be two mahi 
lines, one for incoming and the other for 
outgoing letters, and all large cities and 
towns would be served by them. Radiating 
from the large towns there will be lines 
to the smaller towns in direct communica- 
tion with the main line. , 

The idea is that the public will simply 
have to drop a stamped letter into any one 
of the many posts and the invention will do 
the rest. Within the poles there will be an

. VICKSBURG, Miss., Dec. 20.—The Yazoo 
‘TYiver, formerly emptying in a vast quantity 
of water from the main body, and its feed- 
érs into 12 miles above Vicksburg, has had 
its course changed into a huge canal pre- 
to receive it, and now flows into the 
Father of Waters, past Vicksburg, at a 
point about a mile below the city limits. 
By reference to the man accompanying this 
article the present situation of Vicksburg 
the former course of the river, as it orig- 
inally swung around the point of Desoto 
Island past the city, and.the disastrous 
eonsequences enacted through this change 
im 1876 in the geography of the section, 
ill be readily understood. Except in 
Gases of high water it has been impossible 
‘for steamers to reach the city at all, being 
‘compelled to land at a point a mile and a 
half away. Carting the thousands of bales 


of cotton and miscellaneous freight for 
such a distance and up such heavy grades 
as exist is an expense interfering with le-

the river to straighten its course, thereby | 
threatening destruction to thousands of 
acres of valuable plantations and eventu- 
ally changing the bed of the stream per- 
haps miles from Vicksburg. 

It was after mature deliberation, investi- 
gation and surveys that the importance of 
relief from the threatened dangers became 
impressed upon the representatives in Con- 
gress from this section, and finally that 
body itself, with a result that within a 
few years from the date of the cut-off the 
entire west bank of the river was protect- 
ed from further caving by means of many 
willow mattresses, laid at great cost and 
held in place ny barge loads of stone. This 
revetment of the bank has accomplished 
the desired purpose. 

After the completion of this work the 
question of restoring the harbor at Vicks- 
burg was agitated and various plans were 
submitted for consideration, and finally, in 
1894, Congrees accepted the plan for divert- 
ing the mouth of the Yazoo river from its 
present outlet and into the Mississippi at 
Vicksburg. 

A great natural advantage to the en- 
gineers undertaking this project is the 
tendency, on the part of the Yazoo, to 
form a bar at the old mouth of the river, 
thus contributing greatly to the permanent 
closing of the old exit. 


NATURE AND ART 

COMBINED, IN THE FEAT. 
The Yazoo empties into what was once a 
bend in the Mississippi, one end of this 
bend approaching within a few miles of 
Barnett’s Lake; therefore, it was decided 
to dredge a canal from what the natives 
term the ‘‘Wrong end of Old River’’ to Bar- 
nett’s Lake, thence through the high lands, 
between Barnett’s Lake and Lake Centen- 
nial, taking advantage of the water in the 
latter lake, up to the point of junction with 
the old and filled-in bed of the river, thence 
by means of another canal from this point 
to the river. 
It was claimed by the engineers in charge 
that the current would eventually scour out 
the bottom and banks of the canal until it 
had assumed proportions in keeping with 
the quantity of water to be discharged 
and thereby probably«making it unneces- 
sary to ever call upon Congress again for 
additional appropriation for the mainten- 
ance of the completed project. 
After acquiring the necessary property 
for right of way, work was begun on per- 
haps one of the most laborious features of 
the contract, that of cutting down and re- 
moving both the hewn trunks and roots of 
the thousands of mammoth oak, cotton and 
Cypress treee covering the line of the ca- 
nal. Many of these trees were lifted com- 
pletely from the earth, roots and trunk. 
many feet into the atr by means of dyna- 
mite. Heavy charges of the high explosives 
being placed In the routs of a number of 
trees, an electric circuit was formed and 
an operator at a safe distance discharged 
all the cartridges, and perhaps half a Jozen 
gigantic oaks quiyered from the rcots 
and suddenly rose straight into the air, 
telescoping their own branches. to fall as 
bare as though the ax had been used to 
hew away the limbs. 
When the cuntract for removing these 
trees and roots had heen completed and a 
convenicnt high water had floated them off, 
work was resumed when the water receded, 
leavine a clear opening over 300 feet in 
width through the dense forest. In arder 
to facilitate the work of the dredges dur- 
ing the next seascn of high water, a depth 
of at lenbt three fcet of the crust of the 
earth was removed by means of mules and 
scrapers, and al! was ready for the credgvcs. 
The bids called for the removal of 7,500,900 
cudle yards of earth, and the contract price 
Was $12.04 per yard.

CROWS ATTACK LIVING HORSES 


An Army of Birds Try to Knock a 
Train Off the Track, but 
Score a Failure.

SUSQUEHANNA, Pa., Dec. 20.—Crows to 
the estimated number of 5000 are swarming 
on a mountain above Gulf Summit, feeding 
on the barnyards in the vicinity in the 
daytime and collecting at night in the trees 


n top of the mountain. 
 Abow! dusk these birds gather in from the 
surrounding country in myriads, and the 
noise they make by their shrill “Caw, 
caw,” ig almost deafening. Freque ntly they 
alight in such vast numbers on the trees 
that large limbs are broken under their 
weight. 

A few days ago a black cloud of these 
birds was crossing the Erie railroad tracks 
when the smoke of a passing engine blind- 
ed them. They flew against the sides of 
the swiftly moving cars, and persons who 
watched the strange sight counted nearly 
200 crows that had met death. 

A party of six hunters armed themselves 

with shotguns a few days since and visited 
the roost with the avowed intention of rid- 
ding it of the shiny black pests. They had 
175 birds in six hours, but at the end of 
that time the diminution of the birds was 
not noticeable and the runters retired from 
the mountain. 
In the late blizzard the birds, maddened 
by hunger, attacked cattle in the barn- 
yards and were driven away with difficulty 
The horse of a peddler from Tonsdale was 
attacked on the highway near the state 
line, and the peddler saved his steed by 
furious driving and by throwing a bundle 
of sheepskins from his sleight to appease 
the hunger of the black horde.

LIVED IN ONE PRECINCT. 


From 2136 Market Street, a Soda 
Water Factory, 22 Voters Were 
Registered. 


Kight witnesses were examined in the 
Wagoner-Butler election contest proceed- 
ings yesterday. Their testimony was a 
reiteration of that offered by witnesses 
during the preceding four days. 

The evidence was heard before Notaries 
Buder and Sanders. Representing Mr. 
Wagoner yesterday were Attorneys L. G. 
Peary and Frank Richey of 8t. Louls. 

Mr. Butler personally cross-examined the 


witnesses who testified for Mr. Buder, 
while the witnesses before Mr. Sanders 
were heard by Attorneys Thomas J. Rowe 
and Harry W. Walsh for the contestee. 

William PD. Koch of 3706 Manchester ave- 
nue testified that, in his judgment, there 
were not more than 16 negroes living in 
the Tihrteenth precinct of the Twenty- 
third ward, although he saw twice that 
number at the polis on election day. He 
knew probably two-thirds of the voters. 
He had no specific information as to the 
accuracy of his statement. 

Georgo Sourbrey of 3730 Manchester ave- 
nue confirmed Koch's testimony as to the 
apparent surplus of negro voters. He esti- 
mated that there were fully 30 negroes in 


the precinct on election day. His testi- 
mony was based upon personal observa- 
tion. 

L. J. Hoeslie, a teamster, 2016 Market 


street, served as Republican judge in Pre- 
cinct four, Fourteenth ward. He testified 
that the premises at 2136 Market street 
are occupied as a soxla factoy. ‘this was 
given as the address of 22 voters. He did 
rot know of more than one person 
lived at the Walnut street address. 

H. Cohner, Republican clerk in precinct 
four, Fourteenth ward, verified Mr. Hoes- 
lie’s statements. 

John Burmeister of 3700 Manchester ave- 
nu esaid there were onl ytwo legal voters 
in his house, but eight or nine were regis- 
tered as living there. There was a stable 
in the rear, and h ecould not say that any 
of the teamsters lodged there, although it 
is possible they might do so. 

rank Huntebrinker of the Thirteenth 
precinct, Thirteenth ward, boards at 37 
Manchester avenue. He served as clerk on 
election day. He knew of no canvass be- 
ing made of his precinct. He had no per- 
sona¥ knowledge of irregularities. He was 
asked if he were given money to aid the 
Democrats and he replied that he was not. 

John Brown, 1311 Chouteau avenue, was a 
clerk in Precinct 8 of the Fourth ward and 
helped to revise the registration lists. At 
1229 Chouteau avenue he said four persons 
were registered who did not live there. 
One of the persons, registered H. P. Gaff- 
ney, died some time prior to the first regis- 
tration’ day. 

On cross-examination witness was asked 
if Gaffney voted. He replied that ne did 
rot. As to the other witnesses he could 
not say.

PURE FOOD BILL 18 PASSED 


It Is Designed to Prevent the Sale of 
Adulterated Articles Through 
Interstate Commerce. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The pure food 
bill has passed the House by a vote of 72 
to 21. 

It is designed to prevent the sale of adult- 
erated foods which are handled by inter- 
state commerce. 

Adulterations in the bill are defined as 
follows:’ 

In the case of drugs, if sold under a name 
recognized in the United States pharma- 
copoeia, .and the drug differs from the 
standards of strength, quality or purity as 
determined by the test laid down in such 
pharmacopoeia at time of the investiga- 
tion, so that its strength or purity falls 
below the professed standard under which 


it is sold, 
If it be an imitation of or offered for sale 


the case of - confectionery, 
terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow or 
other minera] substances, or poisonous col- 
ors or flavors.

*'AN ATTENDANT’S BLUNDER 


DURING THE OPERATION. 


Was Given an Overdose and Hard 
Work Was Necessary to 
Save the Sufferer’s Life.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—A pitiful accident 
marred Dr. Lorenz's visit to Brooklyn to- 
day. An excited surgeon. administering 
ether, dropped the bottle, spilling its con- 
tents on the floor. While h eran for a new 
supply the child regained consciousness 
and shrieked with pain. 

The etherizer returned on the run, and, 
in an attempt to hasten unconsciousness 
again the little sufferer got an overdose. 


Twelve doctors jumped into the arena, and, 
aftcr hard work, saved the child. Dr. 
Lorenz then completed his operation. 

About wv of .he most prominent eur- 
geons and phapotans of Brookiyn had as- 
sembled at the King’s County Hospital 
when Dr. Lorenz arrived to begin his 
demonstration.

Prof. McDonald Reports on 
Child Study. 


FEAR IS CAUSE OF BLUSHING 


FT-HANDED FPERSONS sEEM 
PRONE TO COMMIT CRIME. 


Congress Is Informed That Children 
Under Nine Have No Conscience 
—Sociological Laboratory 
Is Asked For.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Arthur Mac- 
Donald, specialist in the United States bu- 
erau of education, has submitted to Con- 
gress a “plan for the study of man’’ in 
view of bills pending ‘‘To establish a 
laboratory for the study of the criminal, 
pauper and defective classes.’’ Such bills 
have been introduced by Senators Hoar, 
Nelson, Bacon, McComas, Quay, Penrose, 
Money and Henry (Rep.), of Connecticut. 

Prof. MacDonald submits conclusions 
reached after a study of 20,000 Washington 
school children. As citizens of this city 
come from all sections of the United 
States, Prof. MacDonald thinks his results 
have a general application to the coun- 
try as a whole. Some of the points de- 
termined by this investigation are: 

All boys and girls show the same per- 
centage of brightness, but the girls have 
® per cent less dullness, and so in gen- 
eral may be said to be a little brighter 
than the boys, but this may be due to the 
fact that girls reach maturity sooner than 
boys. 


Boys and girls of American parentage 
are brighter than children of foreign par- 
entage and children of foreign and Ameri- 
can parentage. 

Children of sunbatiniies and mercantile 
ye mee are superior to those of laboring 
classes. 


BOYS LAZIER THAN GIRLS. 
Boys of non-laboring classes show a much 
higher per cent of sickliness and nervous- 


ness than boys of the laboring clases. 

Boys are much more lazy than girls, and 
dull boys have the highest percentage of 
laziness. 

“Boys in general show a much higher 

er cent of defects than girls,’’ Prof. Mac- 

onald declares. “‘Many reasons might be 
given, but it may be said that boys are 
exposed to more danger from accident and 
to more temptations than girls. 

“This paralellism seems to appear in 
other forms; thus in prison and reforma- 
tories there are four or.five of the male 
sex to one of the female sex. But it would 
seem that when there are defects in the 
female they are more significant and seri- 
ous than in the male. 

“Children of American-born parents are 
taller and heavier than those of other na- 
tionalities. One reason for this may be 
that American children are better adapted 
by heredity.and education to their own 
country. fs want of edaptability is il- 
lustrated by the belief :. lopclanate ina 
new eee, generally co1u,mit more crime 
relative to their number than natives. 


YOUNGER SONS BECOME GREAT. 
“It would seem that irst-born children 
excel later-born children in height and 


weight. This may be due to the greater 
vig of the mother at the birth of the 
first child. We are reminded of ,a fact 
that out of f great men of this country 
20 “y cent were the younger sons. 

“In England it was found that. growth 
degenerates as we go lower in the social 
scale, there bel a difference of even 
five inches in height between the best and 
worst-fed classes rin aoe community. 

“an investigation of 10,000 children in 
Switzerland showed thet children born in 
summer are tal er for their age than those 
born in winter.’’

ADVISES NEW LEGISLATION 


Wants Financial System That Con- 
tracts When Money Is Not Nee@ed 
and Expands When It Is. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Two hundred of Chi- 


cago’s most prominent business men were 
at the banquet of the Chicago Bankers’ 


4Club at Kinsiley’s tonight. 


The chief speaker of the evening was 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, who ad- 
dressed the club on ‘Possible Financial 
Legislation.” His remarks were warmly 
received by his hearers, 

In addition to Secretary Shaw a flumber 
of local financiers delivered short ad- 
dresses: 

The address of Secretary 
part as follows: 

“Both reason and experience show that 
there is but one way to maintain parity 
between different forms of money, and 
that is by exchanging one for the other at 
the will of the holder, but when the test 
shall come, if any doubt exists whether the 
secretary of the treasury will follow wis- 
dom and experience, a panic will be pre- 
cipitated as in 1893. 


“Uniess it is expected that the secre- 
tary of the treasury will perform ocite ha 
the doing of which will maintain parity, 
why is it made ‘the duty of the secretary 
of the treasury to wees parity?’ Either 
he must do somethin or nothing, and 
what can he do less 5 to freely ex- 
change 25.8 grains of gold for any dollar 
‘issued or coined by the United States’? It 
may be satisfactory to our people to place 
the interpretation of the Statute upon the 
executive department, but it is extremely 
doubtful if foreigners wil} consent to get- 
tie their balances in exchange drawn on 
New York when they can as well have

All Kinds of Money 

Should Call for Gold. 

“The only objection to exchangability of 
gold and silver I have ever heard expressed 


is that it would put again in operation the 

‘endless chain.’ am disposed to think 
that the greenback was made the scape- 
goat in "85 and '94 to bear the sins of sil- 
ver. If the statute had then provided for 
the exchange of gold for all forms of 
United States money, no gold would have 
been hoarded, and revenues would have 
been paid largely in gold, as they were 
before the fear arose that silver would 
depreciate. Had there been no greenbacks 
to redeem the secretary of the treasury 
would have been compelled to redeem sil- 
ver in gold, as he expressed his determina- 
tion to do, if necessary, or silver would 
have been sold at a discount. People 
wanted gold, and they would have bought 
it at a premium if it had not been obtain- 
able at par. 

‘The government still assumes the re- 
sponsibility of furnishing ail the gold need- 
ed for domestic commerce, for foreign 
commerce, for hoarding and for specula- 
tion, and the. two forms of money on 
which a demand for gold can be predicated 
are greenbacks and treasury notes. Cer- 
tainly no more gold will be needed for do- 
mestic commerce, and no more for for- 
eign commerce, and no more for specula- 
tion, if a law were enacted rmitting a 
demand for gold to be predicated upon 
any form of money. And with equal logic 
| affirm that no demand whatever for gold 
for hoarding will arise, whenever all doubt 
as to the exchangability of all forms of 
money shall have been removed. 

“t do not like the term credit currency. 1 
prefer it to asset currency or emergency 
currency, though they all mean about the 
same thing.

4mmaterial. The one plan may be more 
acientific than the other, but both plans 
are practical, and about all we need just 
now {is a practical, easily worked system 
of elastic currency. Elasticity and safety 
are the essentials. The detatis are not es- 
gential, provided our present system be 
not disturbed and the country be protect- 
ed 2gainst inflation. 

“I want to emnhasize the necessity for 
an element of elasticity in our gn! sys- 
tem. It has been en'? that Gur present 
system is nonelastic. This is true in the 
sense in which the term is employed, but 
in another sens® it is a mistake. Unfortu- 
tunately, however. the volume contracts 
just when it should expand. and expands 
when it should contract. This is not cap- 
tions criticism. 't is the naked truth. 

“There is just as much need for con- 
traction when money is not legitimately 
needed as there is for expansion when 
more money is required. And unless con- 
traction can be induced expansion is im- 
possible.

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Killed a Deputy Sheriff 
Whose Place He Now Holds. 


ARRESTED BY THE GOVERNOR 


SERVED A TERM IN PENITEN- 
TIARY AND WAS PARDONED. 


It Was Thought He Was Dying, but 
the Mountain Air Cured Him and 
Now He Is a Faithful Fear- 
less Officer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. #®.—Frank H. Ty- 
ree, a member of the Secret Service Bu- 
reau, recently detailed by Chief Wilkie as 
one of the President’s bodyguards, is a na- 
tive of West Virginia and tells many inter- 
esting stories of the Little Mountain state. 
For a number of years he was chief of po- 
lice of Huntington, W. Va., and in that ca- 
pacity became well acquainted with the 
Hatfields of feud fame. 

The Hatfields live in the mountains of 
Mingo County, in that state. To protect 
themselves from the McCoys, with whom 
they fought so long, they built a verit- 
able fort on the mountain side. When 
attacked or sought by officers of the law, 
the entire family lodged themselves in 
this place and for months defied their pur- 
suers. 

Elias Hatfield, son of the famous ‘Devil 
Anse,”’ was arrested for an alleged viola- 
tion of the law, but was discharged when 
arraigned before a justice of the peace. 
Doc Ellis, a deputy sheriff, served the war- 
rant,on young Hatfield one day while the 
lad was making some purchases at Dingess, 
a little railroad,.town in Mingo County. 
This angered Hatfield and he swore ven- 
geance. 

After he had been released by the justice 
of the peace, Hatfield returned home. As 
he left the courtroom he made a 
threat to Ellis and told him he would -get 
even for arresting him. The deputy re- 
plied in an angry tone and said: “I'll get 
you yet.”’ 

“Not if I see you first,” replied young 
Hatfield. Friends then led the young man 
away. 

Telling of the subsequent murder of the 
deputy sheriff Mr. Tyree says: 

“Blias returned home. A few days later 
he chanced to be at Dingess, when Deputy 
Sheriff Ellis arrived in town on a Norfolk 
& Western train. Hatfield stood on the sta- 
tion platform watching the people get on 
and off the train. 


Shot at Each Other. 

“Doc Ellis sat in the rear coach. He saw 
Hatfield on the platform and walked to the 
coach door. Slung over Hatfleld’s shoulder 
was a Winchester rifle. The moment young 
Hatfield saw Ellis he quickly threw the 
rifle from his shoulder and prepared for 
battle. Ellis ran back to his seat in the 
cOach and picked up his Winchester rifle. 

“Hurrying to the door he drew his gun 
and pointed it at young Hatfield. Almost 
simultaneously young Hatfield placed his 
gun to his shoulder and fired. The bullet 
passed along the deputy’s left arm and en- 
tered his.neck. Falling to the coach plat- 
form he expired instantly. Ellis fired the 
same time as Hatfield, but his bullet went 
wide of the mark. This was due, no doubt, 
to Hatfleld’s bullet striking Ellis’ elbow a 
second before Ellis fired. 

“Hatfield hurried to the one little gro- 
cery store, where his horse was tied, and 
rode home. Mingo County officers hunt- 
ed for the murderer, but failed to find 
| him. He was later located in the Hat- 
field fort, but not a man in Mingo County 
had the nerve to walk up the mountain 
side to arrest him. 

“Knowing the governor of the state, 
George W. Atkinson, ‘Devil Anse,’ the 
boy’s father, wrote him telling him he 
wuuld surrender the boy to the law if the 
governor would come personally for him. 
This the governor did. His private sec- 
retary, Gen. BH. L. Boggs, accompanied 
him.

The driving of a fire apparatus is entire- 
ly different fronf*drivihg any other kind 
of a vehicle. In the first place,the team 
is driven at a high rate of speed that it is 
always more or less excited. In order, 
therefore, to be able to handle it the driver 
must always have it under perfect control. 
The way to do this is to create in a team 
the utmost confidence in the driver. Never 
fool your team. If you pull ‘it in one di- 
rection always let it go that way or stop it 
short. Never give it the idea of indecision. 

But the chief requisite is a cool head and 
a quick wit. With these two qualities he 
will pull through any kind of an emergency.

Missouri lead all other states in the in- 
crease in the value of its farm products. 

The total realized from the sale of sur- 
plus Missouri cattle is larger than that ob- 
tained from any other Missouri farm prod- 
uct, The total number sold per annum, ac- 
eording to the report of the bureau of labor 
statistics and inspection, is 940,36. For 
these the sum of $34,101,171.62 found its way 
into the pockets of farm owners in this 
wonderful bit of the world’s garden: 

Atchison county leads with 83,835 head. 

Nodaway comes next with 68,670 head. 
Cooper had 52,818 and Sullivan 60,845. 
’ There were 2,844,364 more hogs in Missouri 
than local consumption was able to manage, 
the report says. The returns from these 
thhogs were $22,540,272. Nearly every county 
fin the state shines as a hog habitat. Cass 
le@ with 95,084, Holt came next with 82,744, 
then came Saline with 72,949, Clay with 
71,016, Lafayette with 66,494, Caldwell with 
62,471, Lewis with 68,237 and Atchison with 
61,250. Several counties raised "more than 
60,000 hogs and thought nothing of it. 

And Missouri is a rather good sheep state, 
too. She sold 378,331 head for $1,543,590 and 
still had enough left to meet her own needs. 
Calloway led the counties in sheep sales. 
She disposed of 18,790. Then came Monroe 
with 13,497, Boone with 12,613, Knox with 
11,955.

® returned from a six-weeks’ stay on 
the Isle of Pines, thirty-five miles off the 
south coast of Cuba” Mr. Anderson has 
brought to St. Louis with him an exhibit of 
the native fruits of the Isle of Pines, the 
pomological wealth of which promises to 
make it, under American development, one 
of the great orchard lands of America. 

Mr. Anderson's specimens include the red 
banana, the papaya. the pineapple, French 
lemon, mammee sapota, plantain, lemon, 
@rape fruit, malanca.(veg-table) glove. 
orange, yucca (vegetable), orange, sweet 
lemon, coaca or chocolate, coffee, sapodillo 
plum, and the seedless sweet lemon. 

Half of these fruits are never srcen in 
St. Louis, but now that the Isle of Pines 
has become United States territory, they 
will not long be withheld from commerce. 
Mr. Anderson soys there is scarcely a 
month which does not prodiice some fruit 
in the Isle of Pines.

NE of the remarkable surgical op- 
C) erations in the history is now in 
progress in Indianapolis. It is 
nothing less than the attempt of an in- 
dianapolis surgeon to rebuild and recon- 
struct a human nose that has been entire- 
ly destroyed by an accident. 

Miss Mabel A. Osborn of Fulton, N. Y,, 
is the patient upon whom the operation is 
being performed, and the surgeon in charge 
of the case is Dr. L. C. Cline of this city. 

Four years ago while at a party at her 
home in Fulton, Miss Osborn, who was 
then -but 12 years of age, was the victim 
of a peculiar accident. While the festivi- 
ties were at their height, one of her com- 
panions, Florence Randell, who was about 
the same age, was swinging in a circle a 
short steel rod used in sounding a trian- 
gle, an instrument commonly, used in or- 
chestras. : 

As the young lady swung the steel rod at 
arm's length Miss Osborn happened to step 
within the circle and received a stinging 
blow squarely on the bridge of the nose. 


After an examinati a physician ascer- 
tained that Miss rn's nose had been 
broken by the foree~of the blow. The 
fractured bone was set and given the cus- 
tomary treatment for such Injuries. The 
case seemed to yield to the treatment read- 
ily, and after a few weeks it was thought 
that Miss Osborn. had fully recovered from 
her accident. 

Early the next spring, however, alarming 
symptoms began to appear, .nd it was goon 
evident that Miss Osborn was in danger of 
losing her nose entirely. She was taken 
to a prominent surgeon in Syracuse. An 
examination disclosed the startling fact 
that the nasal bones were decaying. The 
surgeon made an attempt to arrest the 
disease by cutting away the tiseue. This

It was thought at the time that every- 
thing had been done to qheck the disease, 
and that the unfertunate young woman 
was doomed to go through life thus horri- 
bly disfigured, j= ‘ 

Put all hope had not yet been given up 
of removing the disfigurement and restoring 
to Mies Osborn her former beauty 0 
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came to Indianapolis last August to again 
submit herself to the surgeon's knife. 
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raise the bridge of the nose. All the nasal 
bone and tissue had been destroyed, leaving 
nothing on which to build. This difficulty 
was overcome, however, by first putting 
Miss Gsborn under the influence of anes- 
thetics, and cutting healthy tissue from 
the cheeks. and working it through the na- 
sal passages into the position to be occupied 
by the new nose. The cutting away of the 
cheek tissue was done from the inside of 
the mouth and under the outer skin to 
avoid disfiguring the face with scars. 


Today this tissue has about knit with 


«the flesh, and Miss Osborn will be ready 


to undergo another operation, this time for 
the construction of a new nasal partition, 
The surgeon plans to acomplish this by 
removing healthy tissue from under the up- 
per lip in the same manner as it was taken 
from the cheeks and stitching it into such 
a position within the nasal passages that it 
will grow and produce the result desired. 


As soon as qa nasal partition is restored 
the next step of the operation will be the 
restoring of the full contour of the nose, 
This in itself is a remarkable piece of 
surgical work. It consists of taking paraf- 
fine, melting it at a temperature of 110 
degrees Fahrenheit, and while it is stil 
in a liquid state, injecting it under the 
skin of the nose in the same manner as 
any hypodermic injection is made, When 
a sufficient quantity of the paraffine has 
been injected, the nose will be ready to 
mold in any shape that Miss Osborn may 
desire. 

When asked what style of nose she pre- 
ferred, Miss Osborn replied that she had not 
given that part of her operation very much 
study, but thought she would have her 
new nose built up straight or sémething on 
the Greek order.
